The idea of a self-propelled unicycle 
is designed by Ford Motor Company. 

There is no known prototype yet, 
but so far the design features a detachable 
frame for the passenger to sit on and 
steer. The frame, named the “hub” by 
its developers, is rotatably coupled to the 
wheel. A motor is supported on the frame 
which can be stored in the car’s trunk 
when not in use. The hub also includes 
the seat, handlebars, footrests, battery, 
and a console to rest a smartphone on. 

The design also features an automated 
jack to make it simple to raise the car, 
pop out the wheel, and attach the upper 
portion. Presumably, it would be easier 
than changing tires. It’s all ideas for now, 
but it’s a great dream for those who are 
fed up with the metropolitan traffic. 

When stuck in a bumper-to-bumper 
situation, you can simply pull over and 
ride away from the traffic jam.

Researchers in Japan are developing 
a system called HaptoClone, using 
technology called telehaptics. This system 
allows users to send holographic images 
that the recipient can touch through 
a specialized receiving box. So if you 
send a hologram of your hand to your 
beloved, they can lightly caress it. 


The HaptoClone is made of two boxes, 

each lined with four ultrasonic arrays that emit ultrasonic radiation pressure. This is what 
makes the recipient feel like they’re touching the image. 


For now though, the technology is restricted to light touches, so hand-holding may still 
be in the distant future.

MOVE OVER, RETAIL THERAPY. 
PLAYING VIDEO GAMES MAY NOW 
BE THE BEST WAY TO COMBAT STRESS 
AND ANXIETY. 

Following the model set by using play 
in therapy and counseling sessions, 
researchers in the UK are now looking 
to video games as a potential source 
of healing in patients with psychological 
issues. This is crucial because every 
year, more and more cases of mental 
problems have been reported in 
youths below age 14, from anxiety to 
deep depression. 

Medication isn’t always recommended 
to young patients, so the medical field 
is now developing therapeutic tools along 
with the gaming industry. Video games 
with solid storytelling, immersive role play, 
and game dynamics that can help stabilize 
the player’s frame of mind are particularly 
in focus. 

One such game 
called Sparx 
is specifically 
created for 
patients with 
depression. 

And even 
simple games 
like Angry 
Birds have 
been found to 
help alleviate 
anxiety symptoms. 




If only your car could build its own 
map as it drives you around an 
unfamiliar city, then you wouldn’t 
have to rely on wonky navigation 
apps ever again. 

Well, if General Motors’ (GM) plan 
works, then a better road mapping 
system can be had in the future. 
GM plans to install cameras on 
its self-driving cars to help the 
vehicles navigate its surroundings. 


The specialized cameras will 
be supplied by Israeli software 
company Mobileye, whose 
technology can detect vehicles, 
pedestrians, road markings 
and signs, traffic lights, 
and other obstacles. 

Using Mobileye’s OnStar system, 
GM will extract the data collected 
by the cameras to construct maps 
that can be updated in real time. 
Unlike standard GPS systems with 
a huge margin of error in meters, 
GM’s road mapping system allows 
a vehicle to identify its location 
up to 10 centimeters, providing 
a much more accurate estimate 
of its whereabouts. 

This degree of accuracy also 
ensures greater safety for the 
car’s passengers, since moving 
obstacles can be easily detected 
by the cameras. 


Concrete takes the heat

Researchers at the Swiss Federal Laboratories for Materials Science 
and Technology (EMPA) created concrete walls infused with a synthetic 
super absorbing polymer (SAP), which absorbs water. Pre-soaked 
SAP is added to the concrete, which contracts while drying, leaving a 
network of spaces that enable the concrete to withstand temperatures 
of up to 1,000°C.

Harvester of light 

Largest urban solar farm in PH now operational

GOING SOLAR USED TO BE 
A FARFETCHED IDEA, 

A TECHNOLOGY VIABLE ONLY 
FOR FIRST-WORLD COUNTRIES.

CITY SOLAR FARM HAS OPENED 
IN VALENZUELA, A MOVE THAT 
TAKES THE COUNTRY A STEP 
FORWARD TOWARD BUILDING 
MORE SUSTAINABLE CITIES. 


The whole farm can generate 
up to 8.6 megawatts of electricity 
a day, which is enough to power 
more than 62,000 homes (each 
megawatt can power up to 7,200 
households). Energy produced 
by this solar farm is then sold 
to the Manila Electric Company 
(Meralco) for distribution. 


This solar-powered farm owned 
by Valenzuela Solar Energy Inc. in 
Barangay Isla, Valenzuela, houses 
over 32,000 solar panels spread out 
across an 1 1 -hectare area. Before 
becoming a solar farm, the vast area 
was a fish pond. Eight months of 
construction transformed the place 
into a bastion of alternative energy. 


Unlike fossil fuels that deplete 
and release harmful carbon 
emission, harnessing the sun’s 
power to produce energy is 
vital towards sustainable living, 
especially in tropical countries 
like the Philippines. Moves to 
convert idle lands into income-generating yet 
environment-friendly facilities could be a first 
step towards a greener future. 

Aside from providing green energy, the plant 
opens up employment opportunities for locals. 
The group behind the structure also intends to 
donate solar panels to Barangay Isla Elementary 
School as a way of giving back to the community.

But imagine a windmill— in the middle 
of the road, like EDSA— that can generate 
electricity, run on solar power, and filter 
out pollution. You’re probably thinking, 
“Hey, we absolutely need this right now!” 

Good news: it has already been invented. 
Capture Mobility is a turbine that looks 
like an innovative streetlamp. It harnesses 
airflow from incoming traffic and converts 
it to usable energy. Each unit can generate 
up to seven kilowatts per day, which is 
enough to supply an average sized home 
for 24 hours. It also has an integrated filter 
that sucks out road pollution harmful to 
humans and the environment. 


TURN UP THE HEAT 

HOME APPLIANCES THAT CONVERT ELECTRICITY 
TO HEAT ENERGY BRING A HUGE SPIKE TO YOUR 
ELECTRICITY BILL (READ: IRON, HEATERS, 
ELECTRIC STOVE). Thanks to this new technology, 
you can now store solar power and convert it directly 
to heat energy for use in your home. 

Scientists from MIT created a device that "charges” 
when exposed to the sun, and later on releases 
heat energy. As of now, the thin material called 
azobenzenes generates up to 10°C, and the 
researchers are looking forward to doubling the 
temperature output in the future. 



GRASS-LIKE WIND 
GENERATORS 

YOU CAN NOW HARNESS WIND ENERGY STRAIGHT 
FROM YOUR ROOF. A new innovation utilizes grass-like 
wind power generators that spread out like carpet on top 
of a roof. A 300-square-meter roof could deliver 7.1 1 kW 
of electrical energy, which is enough to power a regular 
household. These generators use strips of nanowires 
coated with indium tin oxide (ITO) that slap against each 
other, prompting electrons to leap from one material 
to another. This phenomenon triggers a "triboelectric 
effect” that in turn, produces energy. 



100% RECYCLABLE! 

ONE OF THE BIGGEST PROBLEMS IN THE WORLD IS HOW TO RECYCLE 
PLASTIC, but finally researchers at Colorado State University have come up 
with a 100 percent recyclable biopolymer that could help you safely reuse 
plastic bottles and other containers. 

Waste plastic can now be continuously recycled into a safe form. 

The bioplastic named poly(GBL) can simply be heated at temperatures 
between 220 and 300°C to return to its original state monomer called 
Gamma-butyrolactone (GBL).

This innovative lavatory called Nano Membrane Toilet 
works by using a rotating mechanism that sweeps waste 
into a sedimentation chamber. The waste is then filtered 
using a nanotech membrane that separates vaporized 
water molecules from the rest of the waste, thereby 
removing pathogens and separating the solid waste. 

The vaporized water is then collected on a chamber with 
"nano-coated hydrophilic beads" that condenses the 
molecules back to water. 

Note however, that the water is yet to be potable, 
but could already be safe for washing and farm irrigation.

I’ve spent years covering the fast pace 

of technology, and like many, have gotten 
caught up on looking for the newest 
technologies, the thinnest devices, 
the fastest processors, and the most 
vivid displays. 

The best and the latest, which is attainable 
for the highest prices, are reduced to 
obsolescence in a few months when the 
next new thing comes along. It's an endless 
cycle, one that's powered by the engine 
of commerce as much as it is by the arc 
of innovation. 


What's impressive about the new Super 8 
is the process. As Kodak explains, ''when 
you purchase film, you will be buying the 
film, processing, and digital transfer. 

The lab will send you your developed film 
back and email 

you a password to retrieve your digital scans from the cloud 
so you can edit and share in any way you choose." 

Film may be obsolete in the eyes of many, but it is superior 
to digital in certain ways. Shooting on film is a lot about 
technique, working with the limitations of the medium, 
and making art. 

I recently watched Quentin Tarantino's The Hateful Eight, 
which was shot through antique lenses and cameras 
using the immersive Panavision 70mm film format, 
which has a higher resolution and grander scale than 
35mm film; the movie looked magnificent and felt like 
an epic experience. 


Analog renaissance 

What I realized— or rather, remembered— 
was that there was a time when things were 
made to perfection and to such an exacting 
degree that there was very little room for 
improvement. I was reminded of this at the 
International Consumer Electronics Show 
where two of the more interesting 'reveals' 
were a 40-year-old record player and a 
reimagined 50-year-old film camera. 

The Technics LS-1200, considered the best 
DJ turntable money could buy, was sold 
from 1972 to 2010 and is a prized possession 
for anyone who loves to play vinyl records. 
Now owned by Panasonic, Technics is 
releasing the LS-1200 in various special 
editions this year, at a time when record 
sales are up by 77 percent. 


The two blockbuster movies Star Wars: The Force Awakens 
and Jurassic World were also shot on film. Hopefully, more 
filmmakers will continue using film for their movies. 

There’s excitement in certainty 

While the resurgence of these analog products and 
technologies are known to some of us who are old enough to 
have experienced them the first time around, there's comfort 
in knowing their qualities as well as their limitations. 

The fact that they have been deemed worthy by their 
manufacturers to be revived for a new generation of users 
shows that no new technology or device can match the level 
of quality, ease of use, and predictable results that they offer. 

Sure, these products are conceptually old; they are mature 
technologies that seem outdated. But at the same time, 
you can say these technologies have long been perfected.

To say that the Nissan 
Juke is a head-turner is to 
understate a fact. In the 
week that I drove the Juke to 
and from work, I've seen not 
a few people whipping out 
their phones to take a picture 
of my Solar Yellow test 
unit, passengers hanging 
on the back of jeepneys 
craning their necks to look 
at the car behind them, 
and pedestrians turning 
their heads as I drive by. 

Even fellow drivers slowed 
down to take a glimpse of 
the subcompaci crossover. 
On my last night with the 
Juke, I made a drive-thru at 
McDonald's and the cashier 
unabashedly asked if she 
could take a selfie with 
the car. 

“Ma’am, ang ganda naman ng kotse niyo— 
pwedeng pa- selfie?” 

“ Hindi sa akin ‘to pero sige. ‘Wag mo na 
tang akong isama sa picture, /?a?” 

I said. But then she remembered she 
didn’t have her phone with her, so she 
dejectedly let me go. 

I can’t blame her and all the other 
onlookers. The Juke looks like no other 
car on the road, and you’d have to be 
blind to not give it an appreciative glance 
or a curious stare. Nissan calls its design 
language ROBIOTIC, a combination of 
mechanical (robo) and life (bio) elements. 
What I see is a quirky car with lots of 
bulges and curves, muscular lines, 
boomerang-shaped taillights, and high- 
mounted angular light clusters that can 
be mistaken for headlights. The first time 
I saw the Juke, I found it comical. After 
a week’s worth of driving, I realized that 
the joke was on me. 



The taillights share the DNA of the Nissan 
370Z’s, and there’s a steeply sloping rear 
window that shaves off some precious 
trunk space. 


The Juke offers three drive modes: Normal, Eco, and Sport. 
For everyday drives, the Normal setting will suffice, with its 
light steering and peppy throttle response. When stuck in 
traffic, you’d do well shifting to Eco mode to save on fuel— but 
don’t expect to lurch forward unless you step hard on the gas. 
To get the most smiles per mile, however, you should select 
Sport mode and mash the accelerator. While the Juke is no 
sports car, you’ll definitely have fun driving it on the highway. 
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o 

The ride is firm, but I found it a bit jittery in front. 

It’s much harsher when you’re seated in the back.

Like most crossovers, you sit high in the Juke, which gives you 
a good view of the road ahead. However, the rear side windows 
are quite small, so there are blind spots you should be aware 

of when changing lanes. 



It’s a divisive design— you either hate it or love it, no in 
between. I wasn’t a fan at first, mainly because of the 
bizarre-looking front end with the headlights mounted 
low and the sidelights/indicators high up on the front 
wings. But the styling eventually grew on me. If you can’t 
handle the attention this car gets, make sure to have 
your sunglasses handy— or get dark-tinted windows.

Ever since its local launch back in June 2015, i have seen probably no more than two 
Kia Fortes— whether sedan, coupe, or hatchback— on the road. It’s sad, really, because after a week 
with the Forte5, I can say that this is one underrated car that should see its share of road time. 



The steering wheel comes with 
three driver-selectable modes. 

I found the Comfort mode, uh, 
comfortable, but way too light. 

Sport mode, on the other hand, was 
way too heavy for me. For everyday 
driving, I’d recommend going for the 
Normal mode. 


In (heavy) traffic and the occasional 
spirited driving, I got an average 
of 6.7 kilometers per liter. If traffic 
and my foot were lighter, I could 
probably get around 8 or 9kpL. 


The Forte5 looks fast and sporty 
with its hatchback profile, low 
stance, five-spoke 17-inch alloy 
wheels, and aggressive front fascia 
courtesy of the Tiger Nose grille.

"That's an SUV?" I asked no one in particular when I first saw the GLA 220 in the Mercedes-Benz 
showroom in Greenhills. It looked more like a tallish hatchback to me— a nice-looking one at that. 

I later found out that it’s because the GLA is based on Mercedes’ A-Class hatch, but with a larger and 
taller body, and a softer suspension. So, while the GLA may not look like a proper SUV or a crossover, 
it does manage to look extremely aggressive and muscular in a very good way. 



The 220 CDI diesel offers good power and torque and 
manages a decent 8 to lOkpL in stop-and-go (mostly 
stop) traffic. You won’t win any stoplight races with this 
car, but it’s no slouch either. The engine holds its own 
once your foot is on the pedal. It must be mentioned that 
the engine clatters when you start the car and remains 
noisy at low speeds or when idling. Once you hit the road 
fast, however, all the rattling is silenced. 


SPEED SAYS 

The Mercedes-Benz 
GLA 220 is smartly styled 
inside and out, and is easy 
to drive. It’s not cheap, 
but if you're looking fora 
crossover with an attitude 
(and that distinct three- 
pointed star), then put the 
GLA on your short list.

The 8-inch Windows 10 tablet market has been a little thin since there 
haven't been too many exciting announcements following the "Windows 
10 on every device size" release last year. But HP’s Envy 8 Note is one machine that 
bucked the trend. Not only does it offer a robust tablet that is great for content consumption, it is also 
bundled with great note-taking stylus capabilities and an accessory keyboard that gives the Envy 8 a 
legitimate place as a sort of Surface mini 2-in- 1 device. 


The display is very good, and works well for watching 
videos, reading books on the Amazon Kindle app, 
and getting sucked into Twitter and Facebook. Three 
microphones make taking Skype calls a possibility. 

However, the rear and front cameras are not great. The 
new Bang & Olufsen built-in speaker is just okay and 
doesn’t at all sound any better than speakers on any

That’s 
why I jumped on the Envy 8 Note and bought the last model 
available on an online website.

HTC is one of the most underappreciated smartphone makers. They’ve consistently 
released powerful and high-quality flagships under their HTC One M tine as welt as more affordable 
entry-level handsets under their Desire marquee. Despite this, the company has floundered. Sometime 
last year, the value of their stock was abysmal— definitely not the best time for HTC. The company 
needed a big win. 

HTC has taken inspiration from the most popular handset in the market right now, Apple’s iPhone 6s, 
and basically created an Android device that looks, feels, and has the same slim and svelte vibe as 
Apple’s popular flagship but is geared toward the midrange.

The KEF Muo high-definition Bluetooth 
speaker takes design cues from its pricey, 
taller-than-average-human brother, 
the Muon. But aside from taking Muon's 
hourglass shape as inspiration for the Muo's 
speaker grille, the two bear zero similarities. 


The Muo is portable in that you 
can easily move it from one place 
to another. But it’s not something 
you slip into your bag and bring 
all the time. The speaker’s wedge 
shape allows it to rest horizontally 
on tabletops or be stood up vertically 
on the rubberized end. 


One of the main features of the 
Muo is Bluetooth 4.0 with aptX 


technology, which has a 
range of up to 10 meters, 
connects up to two devices 
at a time, and remembers 
up to eight connected 
devices. Pairing with the 
speaker is a swift operation. 
There’s also an option 

of pairing with two KEF Muo units, but this is 
something I have not tried. You can opt to connect 
via a 3.5mm cable, too (not included in the box). 


The Muo delivers quality audio beautifully. I can 
go from Broadway musicals and EDMs to bare 
acoustics, and enjoy every bit of texture and 
rhythm. At top volume, the Muo can get really 
loud and power up a whole room. The Muo lasts 
a whole night of non-stop playing in moderate 
volume. Flowever, beach picnics and pool parties 
are a no go as the Muo isn’t water-resistant.

Beyerdynamic may be known for its high- 
end monitor headphones, but if you must 
know, the German brand offers affordable, 
impressive-sounding headphones, too.

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Cutting the cord 
means freeing yourself 
from cable TV. It seems 
like a scary thought, 
but the concept has 
become popular in 
first-world countries, 
most notably, in 
thell.S. Now, it has 
reached our shores— 
at first through 
questionable internet 
TV providers with very 
limited services. But 
with Netflix entering 
the Philippines, it gives 
legitimacy to this new 
industry, and forces 
everybody to take the 
competition more 
seriously. Here we look 
at how the streaming 
giant fares against the 
Southeast Asia-born 
internet TV service 
provider iflix. 


GET YOUR FLICK ON 



CONTENT 

In the Philippines, some sources 
claim that iflix offers about 30,000 
hours of content, while Netflix 
brings with it 3,000 hours. But that 
only matters if the shows appeal to 
your taste. 

Mr. Robot, The Flash , Fargo, 

The American Horror Story, 

Gotham, Family Guy, Modern Family, 
Mad Men, and Supernatural are 
available on iflix, but not on Netflix. 
So are classic favorites such as 
F.R.I.E.N.D.S., Howl Met Your Mother, 
and Lost, iflix also offers old movies 
that you can’t access on Netflix, 
including the whole Ocean’s trilogy. 

Netflix has its original shows, 
of course, including Master of None, 
Jessica Jones, Daredevil, Chef’s Table, 
Narcos, Better Call Saul, Making a 
Murderer, Bojack the Horseman, 
and Orange is the New Black, but 
sadly, no House of Cards. In fact, 
according to finder.com, Netflix 
Philippines has only 1 74 out of 1 157 
shows and 507 out of 4593 movies 
that Netflix offers in the U.S. This 
is partly due to copyright issues 
outside of the U.S., which is also 
the reason for older seasons of TV 
shows— but not the more current 
episodes— to be available on these 
streaming services. In short: if you 
don’t use any VPNs or unlocator 
tricks, you won’t get many of the 
shows that Netflix is known for. 

USER-FRIENDLINESS 
Both iflix and Netflix are available 
on iOS, Android, and computer 
browsers, among others, making 


them accessible virtually everywhere. You can stream 
videos on your mobile device, smart TV, non-smart TV via 
something like Google Chromecast or Apple TV, and on 
your Mac or Windows desktop or laptop. The Ul may vary 
depending on the platform or device you’re accessing 
these services from. 

iflix wins with its Download & Watch Offline feature, 
which allows you to “download” a movie or an episode to 
your device so that you can watch it at a later time even 
when you’re not connected to the internet. I use quotation 
marks because you don’t really get a video file on your 
device. You need to watch from inside iflix itself. 

You can “download” up to 1 0 shows (movies or episodes) 
per device. These shows will be available to you offline up 
to seven days only. After watching a show, it will remain 
saved up to 48 hours before it disappears from your 
Watch & Download Offline list. 

Netflix doesn’t provide this feature, which may be a huge 
deficit for us given how lousy the internet speed is in the 
Philippines. And if you’re traveling, getting access to the 
internet might be a problem. 

Netflix, however, has a more robust playlist in that it 
really functions like a playlist, where shows in line play 
one after another automatically. In iflix, you get a playlist 
but all it does is bookmark the shows that you want to 
watch and not stream your whole playlist continuously. 
You need to prompt to play each episode. 

Also, I appreciate seeing a shadow on Netflix’s progress 
bar, which indicates the amount of content that has been 
loaded, just like when watching on YouTube, iflix doesn’t 
have this shadow that assures the mind that your content 
loads faster than your watching. 

You can also manage multiple profiles in one Netflix 
account, which makes sharing one account among family 
or roommates more convenient. 

Both iflix and Netflix offer password-protected parental 
controls and a Kids category for all kid-friendly shows. 
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SPEED & QUALITY 

I use if Lix and Netflix on mobile data, a 5Mbps Wi-Fi 
connection, and an Ethernet connection with more than 
10Mbps speed. Here are the results. 

As expected, streaming on mobile data proves 
problematic, especially when you’re on the move, iflix 
works but sometimes buffers, which could test your 
patience depending on how strong your signal is in the 
area. This buffering doesn’t happen in Netflix. But where 
iflix loads fine, Netflix streams in what seems to be lower 
than low resolution. 

On both the 5Mbps and 10Mbps connection speeds, iflix 
and Netflix stream smoothly. At first, both platforms 
would stream videos in low-resolution, so pixelation is 
normal. But that’s only during the first few seconds and 
then everything becomes sharper. 

iflix only has one fixed plan and is not yet available on 
HD, so talking about resolution choices is irrelevant. 

On Netflix, Standard Definition is satisfactory even on a 
40-inch TV. Besides, not all shows are available on UHD 
and, again, Philippine internet speeds may have difficulty 
streaming that all the time. 


An iflix subscription is fixed at PI 29 
per month. This gives up to five 
of your devices, two of which can 
stream simultaneously, access to 
unlimited shows in the iflix lineup. 


Netflix, on the other hand, can 
be available on up to six devices. 
Monthly subscriptions come in 
three tiers. For P370 per month, 
one screen gets access to unlimited 
shows in SD or standard definition. 
For P460 per month, two screens 
get simultaneous access to HD 
shows. The highest tier gives up to 
four screens simultaneous access to 
Ultra HD shows for P550 per month. 


RATES 

You can try both services for free for 
one month, which is a good way to 
determine whether online streaming 
is for you and whether the content 
of each provider is something that 
meets your preferences. 


Part of making a 
choice between iflix 
and Netflix depends 
on your viewing 
preferences. Both 
offer exclusive content that you may 
or may not be able to get your hands 
on outside these streaming services. 
Right from signup, iflix offers 
more shows, and the Download 
& Watch Offline feature is very 
convenient and apt for Philippine 
internet speeds. Then again, the 
streaming on iflix buffers more than 
on Netflix. To date, iflix seems like 
the streaming service that offers 
more value for the money, so that 
makes it win this round. Keep in 
mind, however, the bigger promise 
of Netflix as a service and content 
provider if and when it does get 
more third-party and original shows 
available in the Philippines.

SUPERBEAT XONiC

Superbeat XONiC, essentially 
the spiritual successor to the 
original DJMax music game 
series made popular on the 
PlayStation Portable, retains the 
same challenging learning curve 
and probably sets the bar even higher in 
that respect. It does this while incorporating 
flexible gameplay mechanics that make use 
of either touch or button controls and a new 
slate of songs from previous DJMax musical 
contributors, which offer an interesting 
proposition for new and old fans alike. But 
are these enough to establish Superbeat 
XONiC as the new frontman for the genre? 

GET INTO THE BEAT 

One thing's for sure: this game is all about putting 
yourself into the music. From the title screen to the 
in-game menus, the game makes full use of its 
soundtrack and visual cues to promote a club 
atmosphere that's both active and entertaining. 

Seriously, don't be surprised if you find yourself 
tapping your feet or bobbing your head to this 
game even if you haven't started playing a song yet.

The controls are really easy to get to

Manageability is also a priority 
on the visual front. The in-game 
interface attempts to lessen 
optical distractions by dimming the 
background video and consequently 
enhancing the visual prominence of 
the note patterns. Even the videos 
themselves are mostly visualizer 
animations that complement 
the music rather than serve as 
superficial accompaniments. 
Summed up, these little touches 
make playing on the Vita’s portable 
screen a considerably adaptable 
affair that’s easy on the eyes.

HEARING AIDS 

On the topic of 
complexity, Superbeat 
XONiC has three note 
patterns for each song 
that tries to cover all the 
bases. 4Trax patterns 
are aimed at newcomers 
with its more forgiving 
layout of wider lanes 
and input mappings. 
6Trax patterns are 
definitely aimed at 
advanced players who 
have lots of rhythm- 
game experience, with 
faster note movement 
and more complex note 
combinations.

Aside from the Stage modes for the aforementioned patterns, 
there is also a World Tour mode that offers challenges of 
varying difficulty that should test even the most ardent 
of Superbeat XONiC players. Leveling up unlocks more 
areas in World Tour, which also does have some tempting 
customization rewards. 


That said, the customization options for your profile are 
just adequate. Equipping icons offers different buffs, like 
automatically converting a set number of missed notes 
or breaks into hits just to keep your combo going, or adding 
bonus experience points to quickly level up. You can also 
customize the sound of your beat when hitting notes, although 
it’s solely superficial. 


A PALATABLE PLAYLIST 

When it comes to the tracklist, Superbeat XONiC is very 
generous with more than 50 songs in its repertoire, not 
including DLC (downloadable content). Fans of DJMax will be 
overjoyed with the stable of Asian artists, majority of them 
making a return with new tunes to their names. 


The mix of musical genres is also very diverse, covering a 
wide expanse that includes pop, metal, electro, ambient, 
and even a classical remix or two. But for first-time listeners, 
these songs may not exactly turn their heads entirely. How 
well these tracks are able to keep newcomers tuned in greatly 
depends on their personal taste. 


Another benefit is that you’re not 
limited to picking a specific control 
scheme. You can go with what feels 
best for you on the fly, making even 
complex songs relatively easier 
to manage.

Tesla, SpaceX, and the Quest for a

The official biography of Elon Musk almost 
didn't happen, but author Ashlee Vance 
badgered, stalked, and persisted in convincing 
Elon Musk to open up about his many worlds. 

If there's anything Musk understood, it was 
dogged persistence, and so he allowed Vance 
into his inner circle at just the right time: the 
cusp of multiple breakthroughs in Musk's 
various enterprises. 


For those who don’t know, Eton Musk is 
the real-world Tony Stark, a product of 
Silicon Valley’s early dot-com boom, who 
managed to revolutionize two industries 
(well, four if you consider SolarCity and 
Hyperloop). Musk is the man behind 
much of the success of Tesla, the eminent 
electric vehicle maker in the world. He is 
also the moving force behind SpaceX, 
the most disruptive private rocket company 
in the world today, with the mission to help 
humanity colonize the planet Mars. 

RECIPE FOR MUSK 

So, what are the ingredients that make 
an Elon Musk? It seems that as a child, 
Musk was a loner and a nerd, and he 
consumed all the books at his local library 
as well as many comic books at his 
favorite bookstore.

Musk made his money 
in the early days of the 
internet Wild West. 

His first company, Zip2, 
aimed to become an online 
version of the Yellow 
Pages. He sold that and 
then started what would 
eventually become PayPal, 
a revolutionary way to pay 
for goods and services 
without the usual fees 
and waiting tied into older 
financial instruments. PayPal was huge 
and Musk profited from its sale to eBay. 

For many, the story could have ended 
there. Not even 30 years old, Musk was 
a billionaire and generations of his 
family could live off the huge payout. 

But thankfully, that was not the case. 

Musk invested and later on took over Tesla, 
which fulfilled a longtime dream to create 
a viable fully electric car, and a charging 
ecosystem that supported it. Musk also 
got very interested in pursuing his other 
dream, space exploration, which led to the 
founding of SpaceX. 

To cut a long story short, Musk decided 
to play in two of the unfriendliest— and 
you could say, obsolete— business models. 
Car manufacturers had long wanted to kill 
the electric car because it didn’t have the 
upside of sales, support, and service cash 
cows that traditional cars did, while the 
aerospace business hadn’t changed since 
the 1960s as evidenced by the outdated 
rocket designs and technologies. 


SILICON VALLEY CULTURE SPREADS 

Musk is still seen as an outsider, a 
smartass Silicon Valley operator that had 
no idea about rocket science or how to 
build cars. While that may have been true 
in the first few years, Musk did everything 
in his power to level the playing field and 
understand the businesses he was getting 
into. The end-result was his application 
of Silicon Valley’s lean and mean startup 
culture on these old school industries. 

Elon Musk: Tesla , SpaceX , and the Quest 
fora Fantastic Future is a great story 
of persistence and a rare look at 
a visionary whose focus on the endgame 
is unparalleled. Musk is the perfect 
example of a mission-critical perfectionist 
who will stop at nothing to see his ideas 
come to life. 


THE DARK SIDE 
The book does cover 
the dark side to all of this. 
Musk often demanded 
from people more than 
what they thought they 
had to give. As a result, 
many loyal employees 
and even friends were cast 
away like spent shells once 
they were unable to deliver 
what Musk expected 
of them. 

Vance does a great job 
of balancing what Musk 
wants to project as his 
reality, with the real-world 
effects of his decisions and 
dealings. There’s much 
insight into the many 
businesses and worlds 
forever changed by Musk’s 
companies and products. 
So, while Musk is an 
intriguing and even heroic 
character, you quickly get 
the sense that he isn’t a 
nice person. 


Elon Musk:

As CES expands to 
unprecedented advances in 
car technology, the event— 
which debuted driverless 
cars in 2013— once again 
paved the road to a new 
batch of innovations in the 
automotive industry that 





Faradav Future FFZerol Concept 

More and more automotive manufacturers 
are creating electric cars. At the show, 
Faraday Future unveiled the FFZerol, 
a concept car that is built on carbon fiber 
and lightweight composite materials, 
and high performance suspensions. 

A good contender for Tesla in the market, 
this single-seater car is said to provide 
around 1 ,000 horsepower from its four 
quad-core motors. Such power results to 
200 miles per hour speed and the ability 
to pick up from zero to 60mph in less than 
three seconds. 

The FFZerol offers a more futuristic 
driving experience with an intuitive Ul that 
integrates virtual and head-up displays, 
a smartphone-connected remote vehicle 
setup, and anticipatory personalization. 

BMW i Vision Future Interaction 

The Germans seem to have a knack for 
“al-fresco”, which is very much what 
represents the qualities of BMW’s latest 
concept car, the i Vision Future Interaction. 

The BMW i Vision Future Interaction 
is a roofless, doorless car with a firm 
resemblance to it its hybrid brother, 
the i8 Spyder. What this car lacks in the 
exterior (roof and doors), it makes up in 
technological features. 

Aside from the airy design, the BMW i 
Vision Future Interaction provides more 
control to the driver and front passenger 
with its AirTouch technology and voice 
control with the help of a 21 -inch 
panorama display. 

Volkswagen BUDD-e 

Volkswagen has created an electric vehicle 
that looks like most of their older vehicle 
models, but with the technological features 
that could just be the answer to that 
sensitive emissions issue. 


The German automaker’s Kombi lookalike 
feeds on a 1 01 kWh Li-ion battery that could 
be used in as much as 600 kilometers. This 
electricity-propelled van can recharge 80 
percent of its battery power in a span of 15 
minutes and could theoretically run as fast 
as 150 kilometers per hour. 

The instrument cluster and the 
infotainment system are merged into a 
single unit seen behind the two-spoke 
steering wheel. It also has video streams 
for the camera-based “e-mirrors.” 

6 Rinspeed Etos 

Much fanfare has been thrown around 
the motoring world just before the 
Rinspeed Etos (Itos) concept debuted at 
the CES 2016, and with a good reason. 

This two-seater concept hybrid is the 
closest to the idea of driverless cars. 

This vehicle is presented with a personal 
autopilot and drone. 

When on autopilot mode, the steering 
wheel folds up and retracts completely into 
the dashboard. Two widescreens— placed 
in front of the two passengers— move 
closer when on this mode, giving a more 
comfortable view. To complement the 
auto pilot feature, the Rinspeed Itos uses 
the innovative Flarman Connected Car 
technologies, which deliver a suitable 
infotainment package. 
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Audi e-tron Quattro o — 

Another German auto 
maker has shown the 
world their capability to 
innovate and deliver. 

Audi introduced to the 
world the e-tron Quattro 
at the CES. Three electric 
motors— lone motor 
in front and two at the 
rear— power this electric 
vehicle that is set to deliver 
normally 429 horsepower 
or even up to 496hp in brief 
jolts. The 95kWh battery is 
also said to have a range of 
more than 500 kilometers. 
Assembly of the production 
version may soon begin in 
Belgium in 2018. 


The display panel at the driver side has 
a full 12.3-inch IPS-TFT concave screen. 
The center display has a similar screen 
but curves outward, giving passengers 
easier access and better viewing angles. 


eye-tracking control system is installed, 
helping drivers focus more on the road. 


Kia Drive Wise o 

Korean automaker 
Kia Motors also has 
something up its sleeve, 
as it showcased the 
partially autonomous 
sub-brand Drive Wise 
to represent its future 
Advanced Driver 
Assistance Systems 
(ADAS). 

The technology— which is 
still under development- 
aims to improve safety 
for all road users. 

It includes Highway 
Autonomous Driving, 

Urban Autonomous 
Driving, Preceding Vehicle 
Following, Emergency Stop 
System, Traffic Jam Assist, 
and a new Autonomous 
Parking & Out function. 

During CES, Kia also 
announced plans of 
manufacturing partially 
autonomous cars by 2020, 
and is eyeing to dish out 
its first fully autonomous 
vehicle to the market 
by 2030. 
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4 Panasonic Advanced Cockpit Z0Z0 

Panasonic seems to have no fun with 
physical buttons. With the Advanced 
Cockpit 2020, Panasonic’s latest 
breakthrough now involves touch-enabled 
screens and sensors, eliminating 
the use of buttons inside a vehicle. 

The Panasonic Advanced Cockpit 2020 
has around nine display panels, 
combined with a touchless control system. 
A head-up display (HUD) with gesture and 


Harman Advanced Navigation Solution o 

Nowadays, mobile applications give out 
traffic and weather conditions, separately. 
Now, imagine an all-in-one program that 
provides these reports in real-time via 
camera feeds from nearby users. Sounds 
fun, right? That is what the Harman 
Advanced Navigation Solution hopes to 
bring to the table. 

Similar to Waze, the Advanced Navigation 
Solution aims to gather information and 
data from other users for sharing, but 
the information should include parking 
availability and road conditions. However, 
the data that it would give is much detailed 
because it would come from camera data 
uploaded from actual cars on the road. 

Also vehicles that would have the Harman 
Advanced Navigation system would 
identify weather condition when a number 
of vehicles have activated their traction 
control systems over a single stretch 
of road.

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TECH PULLS 
CAR MUSCLE 


But is the Detroit Auto Show, as it is fondly 
called, still the first major international 
car event of the year? The Consumer 
Electronics Show (CES) held in Las Vegas 
just a week earlier was just as much about 
new car technologies and models as it has 
been about the latest TVs, gadgets, 
and Internet of Things announcements. 

As I took in the glorious display of shiny 
cars and trucks at Detroit’s cavernous 
Cobo Center exhibit space, I heard people 
talk excitedly about CES. “Saw it at CES, 
went to CES, CES this, and CES that." 

General Motors, who invited me to this 
year’s NAIAS, already unveiled their 
Chevy Bolt EV at CES. Mercedes-Benz also 
previewed their new E-Class’ futuristic 
surround interior in Las Vegas even as it 
showed off the entire vehicle in Detroit. 
Various other carmakers also grabbed the 
spotlight away from CES— a show that has 
been abandoned by the likes of Microsoft, 
Dell, and HP, and is now in a weird state 
of flux. 
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While CES managed to capture some early 
attention and some of the NAIAS mojo, the 
same can’t be said for the NAIAS this year, 
at least in terms of attracting technology 
companies to present their latest products. 
Tesla opted not to participate this year. 
Upstart Faraday Future, which generated 
a lot of buzz at CES, was missing. And 
even infotainment solutions providers like 
BlackBerry’s QNX were not represented. 

This is not to say that tech-heavy content 
was lacking at the 2016 NAIAS. It certainly 
was present in almost each and every 
automaker’s pavilion, and highlighted in 
each of the high-profile press events 
and launches. 


The NAIAS is still a traditional auto show. 
And despite all the buzz generated by

technology, the new car 
launches still received 
most of the attention. The 
love affair for shiny metal, 
chrome, and fast engines 
was celebrated non-stop 
as exciting new models and 
aspirational concepts 
were unveiled. 

FRIENDLIEST SHOW 

Detroit has elevated the 
auto show to an art form. 
Everything is planned like 
clockwork and laid out 
intuitively. 

Michelin had one of the 
best media rooms I have 
ever been in with hundreds 
of seats, lots of plugs 
for devices, and strong 
Wi-Fi connection, plus 
an abundance of food, 
drinks, and coffee— around 
the clock and not just at 
designated times. 

The staff running the 
media room seemed 
to know many of the 
journalists and treated 
them like old friends, 
which made working tight 
deadlines tolerable. 

I was happy to see visible 
security around the venue, 
including K-9 units and 
even military presence 
(the Army had some 
vehicles to show off as well). 


The Detroit Auto Show is 
probably the most press- 
friendly and stress-free 
event of this magnitude 
that I’ve ever had the 
pleasure of attending. 
GM’s staff, which had to 
manage a contingent of 
Canadian journalists, was 
constantly on the ball, 
anticipating any interview 
or providing data on 
products and technologies 
without much fuss. Most 
of the other carmakers 
seemed accessible, and 
press kits were easily 
attainable via USB drives 
or online pages.

Day 1 and Day 2 press conferences are a 
bit of a tough cover for one journalist since 
they were usually 30 minutes apart, and 
you do need to come early to get a good 
seat (more importantly for photographers, 
get a good line of sight for the 5 minutes 
between a car unveiling and the inevitable 
swarm of guests and journalists 
taking shots). 

EXCITING LAUNCHES 

It must be very challenging for carmakers 
at the show to come up with unique 
concepts for their reveals and current 
product lines. Some, like Mazda and Scion, 
simply laid their cars out in a row, which 
felt no different from what you would 
experience in a showroom. 

Others, like Ford, built entire two-story 
pavilions with various activity centers, 
and things to play with 
and try. Ford also had 
free lunch for visitors as 
well as an abundance of 
candy, cola, coffee, and 
snacks of all sorts to 
keep people coming back. 
While Ford’s pavilion was 
focused on technology 
and innovations, it felt like 
visiting the Ontario Science 
Center rather than a 
traditional car show, which 
was refreshing. 

GM’s vast armada of 
vehicles and brands were 
very well set up with 
displays that matched the 
mood and lifestyle attached 
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to each line. The Cadillac area was notably 
elegant and luxurious, easily the swankiest 
set in the show. Not having spent that 
much time up close with the latest Cadillac 
sports sedans and Escalades, a lot of my 
perceptions about the brand and what 
it represented were shattered. I kept 
coming back to check the stunning high- 
performance 2016 Cadillac CTS-V. 

Buick enjoyed a sudden swell of resurgence 
thanks to the impressive Buick Avista 
Coupe concept revealed at an event before 
the show. This was easily the most exciting 
new car that was shown off and one that 
really made many people rethink their idea 
of what a Buick should look like. 

Chevrolet had a strong showing behind 
the Chevy Bolt EV and followed it up by 
revealing the Chevy Cruze Hatchback— 
a Ford Fiesta killer that is sure to resound 
with buyers in the North American 
hatchback market. Meanwhile, the 2016 
Chevy Camaro was chosen by Motor Trend 
as the 2016 Car of the Year; it’s nice to 
see Bumblebee get that much deserved 
accolade. 

What struck me most was the rabid 
popularity of the GMC line of trucks. There 
were hundreds of people flanking the GMC 
Acadia line reveal. This proved that while 
technology, connected cars, and EVs are 
exciting, people really adore their trucks. 
With oil prices at an all-time low, I’m sure 
these will continue to sell well. 

PRODUCTION CARS STEAL THE SHOW 

While concept cars and new technologies 
are interesting and point the way to the 
future, it is really production cars that 
make the mark in a show like NAIAS. Of 
course, each of us has particular needs. 
And since I am currently in the market for 
a 5-seater family car to replace my ageing 
VW Jetta, there were a few cars that caught 
my eye. 

The new Fiat 500X, which is built on the 
same platform as the Jeep Renegade, is an 
unusual crossover vehicle, vastly different 
from the Fiat 500, but will hit a lot of sweet 
spots. It is the first all-wheel-drive Fiat, 
has a sporty feel to it, and covers the space 
requirements of most families. 


The Scion Mi, another 5-door hatchback, 
is less of a crossover but exudes the air of 
a pocket rocket. It can easily be mistaken 
for a smaller Subaru Impreza or Lexus CT. 
While I’m aware that Scions are targeting 
the youth market— and this is essentially a 
rebadged Corolla— it does have some fresh 
touches that make it a strong option in the 
hot hatch market. 

The all-new BMW M2 Coupe was one 
of the biggest surprises of the show. 

It was shown on stage next to the iconic 
BMW 2002, which shares its high- 
performance roots. With higher torque 
than similarly sized models, the M2 
Coupe brings BMW’s famed M badge to 
yet another model that promises high- 
performance in a compact car. 

Hyundai spun out its premium Genesis 
brand at the show with a luxurious 
display and prototypes that looked more 
like Maybachs or Bentleys rather than 
Hyundais. The Korean car giant has really 
come a long way, and the Genesis brand 
seems to bring all the right elements to the 
luxury market. 

CROSSOVERS WIN BIG 

Crossovers were all the rage at this 
year’s Detroit Auto Show, proving once 
again that practicality and space matched 
with fuel economy and the latest creature 
comforts make for some of the more 
appealing vehicles. 

Buick showed off the Envision crossover, 
which is designed and made entirely in 
China. While this didn’t sit well with 
many Americans who felt like it should 
have been manufactured locally, it 
does point to a reality that a lot of car 
manufacturing is going offshore. 

This was my first North American 
International Auto Show and definitely 
my best auto show experience to date. 

Not only did I get a glimpse of the future 
automotive technology and see a wide 
range of vehicles, I got a good feel for 
many trends and technologies that 
will mark the changing face of the 
auto industry.

'If you want less traffic, take public mass transportation" 
are the words I hear quite often when listening to a heated 
debate about the horrendous city traffic. Then, what will 
follow is a rebuttal that involves an endless list of reasons 


However, the region’s thoroughfares 
are not enough once the approximately 
two million private and public vehicles 
plying the Metro Manila roads are taken 
into account. 


on why people who own private vehicles rather not take 
public transportation. 


I’ve been using public transportation for most of my life, 
and I know that it would be a difficult task to convince 
private car owners to leave behind comfort and safety 
for long waiting lines, pollution, crowded trains and buses, 
public utility vehicle (PUV) drivers with no regard for traffic 
rules, and old mass transport infrastructure. 


The report also mentioned that in 2014, 
the traffic demand in Metro Manila was at 
12.8 million trips, and six million in nearby 
provinces. Of the total 18.8 million trips, 69 percent were done using 
public transport and the remaining 31 percent were done in private mode. 

Here in lies the crux of the matter: While trips taken using private vehicles 
are fewer, this mode of transportation still takes 78 percent of road space. 


BY THE NUMBERS 

The current state of transportation in Metro Manila and 
its neighboring cities and provinces is a multi-faceted 
problem, and there is no illusion that these issues will 
be solved with a snap of your (or someone else’s) finger. 

It requires institutional solutions, as well as every 
Filipino commuter’s and driver’s effort to improve 
and cooperate. 

There is, however, a reason to the first statement above. 

In a 2014 study titled “Roadmap for Transport 
Infrastructure Development for Metro Manila and its 
Surrounding Areas,” the Japan International Cooperation 
Agency (JICA) and the National Economic Development 
Authority (NEDA) created a transport infrastructure 
profile of Metro Manila and its two neighboring regions, 
Central Luzon and CALABARZ0N. 

According to the JICA-NEDA study, in 2014, Metro Manila 
had an approximately 12 million population— which 
continuously grows at 1 .8 percent per year— within its 
relatively small 620-square kilometer land. The ratio 
of the million population to the 32,921km combined local 
and national roads is not something to worry about yet. 


Can you imagine if we could reduce that figure by half with solutions like 
carpooling or, say, better mass transportation? 

IN PICTURE 

Metro Manila has no shortage of options for public mass transportation. 

The rail transport includes three lines: the Light Rail Transit (LRT) 1 and 2, 
and the Manila Metro Rail Transit (MRT-3). The train system can transport 
commuters in large volumes, making it the ideal mass transport solution. 
Public utility buses (PUBs), public utility jeepneys (PUJs), Asian utility 
vehicles (AUVs or FX), and tricycles or pedicabs operate as road-based 
mass transport. 

Next to the light rail system, buses have the biggest passenger capacity 
among all PUVs, making it a viable option for mass transport. The state 
of these bus services, however, leaves a lot to be desired. 

The Department of Transportation and Communications reported that 
in 2011, there were 5,331 urban buses in NCR. Considering that most 
buses have 45 to 60 seating capacity, the number above was not enough 
to support Metro Manila’s daily commuters, causing the sardine-like 
state of passengers inside the buses. 

Add to the harrowing experience of riding buses are the still-in-operation 
bus units that look like they are one trip away from the junk yard, as well 
as smoke-belching ones, which contribute to the acrid air of Metro Manila. 
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GOING THE DISTANCE 

LTFRB announced four additional 
routes for the premium point-to-point 
bus service that will start June 2016.

A one-way bus trip from North EDSA to 
Makati takes hours for you to get to your 
destination— not only because of the heavy 
traffic, but because the bus you’re riding 
most likely loads and unloads passengers 
at every stop possible. Plus, buses 
stopping whenever, wherever, only add 
to the congested traffic people have to 
endure every day. 

In the end, to attract more commuters 
to take public bus services, there has to 
be a major reform in the current system 
in Metro Manila. 

ROAD TO BETTER RIDES 

The government has implemented 
programs to help improve the region’s 
bus system service and ease the traffic 
congestion on city roads. One example 
is the color-coded segregation scheme, 
where buses are required to load and 
unload only at their designated stops 
based on the color of their issued stickers. 
But, the implementation seemsto not 
be doing well since many drivers and 
passengers still don’t follow the scheme, 
and continue to add to traffic congestion. 

Recently, the government introduced 
a new bus service system that aims to 
provide commuters a faster and more 
convenient trip every day: the Point-to- 
Point (P2P) bus system. 

Launched in December 2015, the P2P 
system is a non-stop premium bus service 
that transport passengers to and from 
designated, fixed locations. On average, 
a regular trip from Quezon City to Makati 
City can last for 90 to 120 minutes during 
rush hour. But with the point-to-point 
scheme, skipping bus stops along the 
traffic-choked EDSA ideally translates 
to 20 to 30 minutes of saved time. 

These buses provide guaranteed seating 
and depart on time— with or without 
any passengers. The P2P buses are 
air-conditioned, and equipped with 
CCTV cameras and Wi-Fi. There’s also 
a VIP lounge and a lavatory on board. 
Comfortable, clean, affordable, and fast, 
the P2P buses are a league way ahead of 
the regular bus we see plying the streets 
of Manila. 

As of writing, there are already three 
routes: SM North EDSA-Glorietta 5, 
TriNoma-Glorietta 5, and SM Megamall 
to Glorietta. But the Land Transportation 
Franchising and Regulatory Board 
(LTFRB) is in the process of selecting bus 
operators for additional P2P routes that 
will link several high-traffic origins and 
destinations such as Makati, Fairview, 
and Ortigas. 


To qualify for the P2P service, bus 
operators should have single or double- 
deck air conditioned buses that are 
1 1 to 13 meters in length and have 
a maximum of four reclining seats 
per row. The buses should have a low 
floor entry with space for one passenger 
in a wheelchair, plus a foldable or 
retractable wheelchair ramp at exit. 

A Euro IV or better emission standard 
or clean fuel alternative is required, too. 



Making sure that the P2P service is 
on par, the LTFRB requires operators 
to equip their buses with at least four 
CCTV cameras, on-board GPS, and 
automated bus arrival electronic display 
and announcement system. The drivers 
should also be salaried, and their 
compensation should not depend 
on the number of passengers. 

The new premium point-to-point bus 
service system is slowly gaining 
ridership over the past few months, 
but its long-term effect here in the 
Philippines remains to be seen. 

With the continuous support of the 
government and the patronage of more 
commuters, the P2P service may be 
one of the better solutions the Metro 
Manila roads need. Basing on countries 
with the same systems— Singapore, 

Hong Kong, New Jersey, New York, 
and London, among others— we may 
be looking forward to a better public 
bus transit. 

Again, fixing the bus service system 
is not the only answer to the traffic hell 
that is Metro Manila. Parallel efforts 
to improve other mass transport systems 
in the metro are also important. And as 
these efforts are being undertaken, 
we must wait— in heavy traffic, at that — 
for them to come in fruition. 

It wouldn’t hurt if we contribute in our 
own little ways.

The initial salvo of LG Signature products includes 
an ultra-thin 4K OLED TV, a fridge, a twin washing 
machine, and an air purifier. These products were 
designed and crafted with simplicity and high 
functionality in mind, eliminating any unnecessary 
elements that detract from their essence. According to 
LG, the Signature line will include more products as the 
brand expands. 

LG flies the OLED flag higher this year with the 
Signature OLED TV, which won the 2016 CES Best 
Innovation Award. This show-stealing TV, available 
in 77 and 65 inches, is incredibly thin at 2.57mm— 
equivalent to just four stacked credit cards— and 
features the Korean company’s Picture-on-Glass design j 
concept, which basically means the display panel is 
applied directly to the glass. 


The Signature OLED TV, along with LG’s entire 2016 
OLED TV lineup, supports two of the latest HDR 
formats— the Ultra HD Alliance’s HDR 10 and the Dolby 
Vision HDR format. Picture quality is tops, thanks to 4K 
resolution, a wider color gamut, and really deep blacks. 
The footage we saw during the show was a UHD HDR 
footage provided by NASA, and we had no trouble seeing 
the pop of colors, textures, highlights, and shadows in 
the video. 

The engineering and design marvel doesn’t end with the 
screen. The TV’s base stand is actually a front-facing 
4.2-channel sound bar developed by Harman Kardon. 

It also houses all the circuitry for the TV. If you feel 
like mounting the TV to the wall, the back half of the 
speaker base can fold behind the panel. 
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Meanwhile, on the home appliances side, LG showed off its 
Signature washing machine, which is an advanced version 
of the LG Twin Wash first introduced at CES 2015. The 24- 
inch front-load washing machine features a touch-enabled 
Quick Circle User Interface embedded in the glass door. 
Aside from the main front-load washer, there’s a second, 
smaller washer built into the pedestal below. That way, 
you can simultaneously wash bulky items in the main, 
and delicate items in the smaller washer. 

The Signature washing machine is equipped with LG’s 
proprietary Centum System, which improves the washing 
machine’s durability and energy efficiency, and minimizes 
the tub’s vibrations and noise during a wash cycle.

The last product in the ultra premium line is the 
Signature Air Purifier with a transparent panel. 

Aside from cleaning the air, the Aqua Cyclone feature 
also humidifies the air. It uses the power of water 
to filter out harmful chemicals and contaminants 
while quickly bringing the room to comfortable 
humidity levels. Want to know the air quality in your 
room? Check the Smart PM1 .0 Indicator, which detects 
high levels of dust and odors. The indicator uses four 
different colors of light to signify that the air 
is in need of purification. The Semi-Permanent 
Filter System means you don’t need to change the 
dust and deodorizing filters for the next 1 0 years. 


How many times in a day do you open the doorYof your fridge just to check 
what’s inside? With the Signature refrigerator, you no longer need to do 
that. Just knock on the upper right door and the light goes on inside the 
fridge, letting you see what’s inside without having to open the door. 

This way, you cut down on energy usage by limiting cold air loss. 

The ultra-modern stainless steel fridge also comes with a new Auto Door 
Open feature, which automatically opens the door when it senses you 
approaching the refrigerator.

SMARTER HOME LIVING 

Washing your clothes and making an 
inventory of the food in your fridge are 
unexciting activities given a new spin 
in this time of tech. 


The Samsung Family Hub is a refrigerator 
that feels like all of loT bundled into one. 
But let’s get the big elephant in the room 
out of the way: the huge 21.5-inch Full HD 
touchscreen display. Powered byTizen 
OS, this screen allows you to leave notes 
for your loved ones, share photos and 
artworks of your kids, check out recipes 
online, keep track of doctor’s appointments 
and other meetings, stream music from 
your smartphone, and even watch your 
favorite TV show using Screen Mirroring 
with your Samsung Smart TV. 

But the Family Hub goes beyond just 
that. Built into the inside doors of the 
refrigerator are three cameras that take 
photos of the contents of your fridge every 
time you close the door. When you do your 
grocery shopping and you’ve forgotten 
what you need to buy, you can easily access 
the images from your smartphone and get 
the stuff you don’t have or are running low 
on. You can even date what’s inside the 
refrigerator using the touch display, so you 
can keep track of how long that lone slice 
of cake has been sitting in your fridge. 

Of course, the Family Hub is a refrigerator 
first and foremost, so Samsung equipped 
it with some tech wizardry. The top two 
doors of this model are for refrigeration, 
while the bottom two are for freezing. 

But if you don’t need all that freezer 
capacity, Samsung’s FlexZone technology 
allows you to freely switch from freezing 
to refrigeration for the four doors at any 
time. The Family Hub also comes with 
Triple and Metal cooling system to keep 
food fresher for a longer period. 



And then there’s the RT7000 top-mounted 
freezer refrigerator, which is a more 
conventional fridge but loaded with Twin 
Cooling Plus technology. Twin Cooling 
ensures that a humidity level of up to 70 
percent is maintained throughout the 
fridge for longer-lasting freshness of food 
items. Two independent evaporators and 
two separate airflows in the fridge and 
freezer ensure that smells from food in 
the two compartments won’t mix. 


Planning to go on a long vacation but 
need to keep your food fresh? Switch the 
RT7000 to Vacation mode so you can keep 
your fridge turned on without consuming 
too much energy. Other modes available 
include Freezer-Fridge, Energy Saving, 
Fridge Max, and Mini mode. 


The Samsung AddWash, on the other 
hand, is a front-load washer with an 
emergency "access door” that lets you add 
more clothes— or that stray sock— during 
the cycle wash without opening the main 
door. You can also use this access door to 
add hand-washed items for rinsing, or an 
additional scoop of fabric conditioner any 
time during the wash cycle. 


Aside from the industry-first access 
door, the AddWash also comes with 
Smart Control for easy monitoring of 
your laundry using your Android or 
iOS smartphone.

Samsung introduced its first curved TV 
four years ago, and this year sees improved 
design and technology in their latest lineup 
of SUHD TVs. 


Also on display were two new variants 

Gear S2 Classic, one encased in 
18K Rose Gold, and the other in Platinum. 


Samsung also announced MySamsung, 
an ownership program for Galaxy 
devices that comes in the form of an app. 
MySamsung stores important registration 
information about your device (such as 
serial and IMEI numbers, as well as date 
of purchase), and acts as a virtual 
customer service support. It also provides 
you with tips and tricks to better use your 
device. According to Samsung Electronics 
SEA and Oceania vice president of media 
solution Nicholas Wodtke, MySamsung 
users will be able to get perks and 
privileges such as gifts, promos, 
and exclusive sneak peeks on the 
upcoming devices. 


Lastly, there’s Samsung Pay, which lets 
you use your Galaxy device to pay for your 
purchases. Register your credit card on 
your phone, make a purchase, and pay 
using your phone, which has your details. 
Anticipating security concerns, Samsung 
devised a way to make you feel safe. 

While you need to register your card to 
your phone, Samsung Pay does not store 
the account or credit card numbers on 
the device. Instead, it generates token 
numbers that contain the credit card and 
device details. This token number can’t 
be used anywhere else. When the 
Philippines will get this service remains 
to be seen, however, as the process is 
quite complicated. Samsung needs to 
work with banks, and work within 
regulations to make using the service 
a smooth one. 


The 2016 SUHD TVs feature cadmium-free 
10-bit Quantum dot display technology, 
which Samsung says is meant to offer 
optimum viewing experiences regardless 
of the lighting environment you’re in. 
These SUHD TVs also have a 1,000 nit 
HDR minimum to provide better contrast 
between light and dark images. Ultra 
Black technology, meanwhile, reduces 
light reflection and enhances picture 
quality while eliminating glare. 


The flagship model— the KS9500— 
is the first bezel-less curved SUHD TV. 

It's technically not bezel-less, but that 
barely-there strip surrounding the screen 
makes it appear so. Adding to the aesthetic 
appeal is the clean, elegant rear of the 
TV, which has no visible screws and 
unnecessary elements. This is a television 
that’s beautiful from every angle. 


To go with the brand’s SUHD TVs, Samsung 
also introduced an Ultra HD Blu-Ray 
player. The UBD-K8500 is HDR compatible 
and upscales HD and Full HD content 
to UHD. 


On the mobile devices front, we saw 
Samsung’s entry into the 2-in- 1 
Windows 10-run market, the 12-inch 
Galaxy TabPro S. This thin (6.3mm) 
and light (693g) device is powered by 
an Intel Core M processor and comes 
with a full-sized keyboard cover so you 
can type away easily when scribbling 
on the screen becomes too tedious.

But model kit building 
is also an activity that big boys can take up 
and will not be ashamed to talk about, 
no matter what their ages are. 


Men are lured to the challenge and 
gratification provided by model kits. 
It requires patience and an eye 
for detail, and motivates you to learn 
more about the history of 
the subjects you create. 

On the other hand, 
it gives you 
freedom to build, 
paint, mix and 
match, and 
customize 
with only your 
creativity as 
a limitation.

Where to get 
your starter 
model kits: 


BIG BOYS -HzA¥ BUILD TOYS 


OUT OF THE BOX 

Starting this hobby is exciting and 
overwhelming, what with the endless 
array of model kits to begin with. 
There are scale models for cars 
and aircraft, action figures of 
favorite superheroes and video 
game characters, kits for droids 
and robots— it’s a whole kingdom 
of mini-possibilities. Therefore, it is 
important to choose a subject that 
you’re really interested in before 
you begin a project. 


For long-time model kit builder 
Roginald Samala, his toy of choice 
is a Gunpla or Gundam plastic model. 
“Kasi mahiiig na ako sa robots and 
mechas bata pa tang ako. At madati 
kasi ang Gunplas for a beginner,” 
he said. Occasionally, though, Samala 
also builds car and plane kits, as well 
as droids and action figures. 


Once you’ve decided on your model, according 
to Samala, it is time to research about it and try 
to learn the basic know-hows. The scale, for 
example, refers to how much the kit is resized in 
proportion to its actual size. In a car model, a 1/24 
scale means that the model is 24 times smaller than 
the actual car it is based on. Since they are fictional, 
gundams’ scales are based on the sizes provided on 
their canon material. 


For straight builds, all you ne e_d is to cut .,--' 
out the parts from the runners' (these are 
the part holders) and put together the parts 
according to the instructions provided. 
Some kits need only to snap parts together, 
while others require an adhesive. If you 
want to paint the parts, do so before putting 
them together. 


The whole process for straight builds takes 
three to six hours, depending on the size 
and number of parts of the model kit. 

It would take weeks or even months for 
a project that requires painting, detailing, 
and other effects. 


PLAY WITH IT 

Toys— that’s how Samala first viewed model kits when 
he was in grade school and just starting to discover 
these contraptions. Fie still remembers his first Gunpla: 
a 1/144 scale non-grade Gundam Double X. Back then it 
was just around P200, yet he had to beg his mom to buy 
it for him. 


Word of advice from Samala: “Give your 
builds an ample amount of time and never 
rush it. That way, you can work slowly but 
surely and avoid mistakes that could ruin 
your build.” 


Specific to Gunplas is the grade, which determines the 
amount of details, mechanics, and parts included in the 
kit. The High Grade (FIG) is recommended for beginners, 
but there’s also the Master Grade (MG), Perfect Grade 
(PG), Real Grade (RG), and the Super Deformed Grade 
(SDG), which is the cheapest. 



READY, SET, BUILD 

Aside from the kits, tools are something you need 
to invest in. While using makeshift objects salvaged 
inside your house are acceptable, buying high-quality 
tools is better, especially if you plan on building models 
for a long time. Start with plastic nippers, a hobby knife, 
and a good plastic adhesive, and then build your 
arsenal over time. Setup a suitable working station 
where you are able to work freely, and keep your tools 
and projects organized.

Now that you’ve completed all the things you need 
and planned the project you want to do, you can start 
building your model kit. 



His interest on Gunplas waned for some time until he 
discovered an entirely different way to play with them— 
by customizing his Gundam builds. Samala studied 
different painting effects and watched custom Gunpla- 
building videos on YouTube, and then tried to apply 
what he learned to his work. Fie posts photos of his 
completed Gunplas on various online Gundam groups 
to get insights from other hobbyists. 

His two favorite custom builds— the MG 1/100 scale 
RX-79IG] Gundam EZ8 and the MG 1/100 scale RX-78 
Gundam GP01— were both winners at competitions. 

The RX-79[G] Gundam EZ8 placed 2 nd in the Mecha 
category in the 12 th International Plastic Modelers 
Society (IPMS) Philippines. 

As Samala started to gain recognition for his 
custom works, fellow builder and collectors began 
commissioning his service. Now, Samala works full 
time customizing model kits in his own store in 
Quezon City. 

Imagination helps a lot in his creations. “When I’m 
making up imaginary stories that I can relate to my 
custom builds, it helps me have an explanation 
about the custom equipment and effects I used,” 
Samala shared. 

There are a lot of reasons why many men enjoy 
model kit building. It brings out their creativity and 
resourcefulness, helps lessen stress, and fulfills their 
childhood fantasies. Ultimately, model kits not only let 
the big boys play toys, it gives them the chance to build 
them, too.

He can make you Laugh with ease, but more notable is how the 
freshman president of CATS Motors, Inc. (dealer of Mercedes- 
Benz, Chrysler, Jeep, Dodge, and RAM in the Philippines) teaches 
the same values to his children, who get transported to school 
in a 12-year-old Volvo and an Innova. His 16-year-old daughter 
will only be allowed to bring a car to school when she reaches 
college, while his 15-year-old son will have to start with 
“normal cars” when he gets to legal driving age. 

This is in stark contrast with the many children (and adults) 
who possess a huge sense of entitlement and not appreciate what 
they have— especially when many others have very little or none. 
And so, when he said that he treats his employees as his children, 
I imagined that working under him meant helping the company 
grow while you grow with it as a person. 

This made me realize one thing early in the conversation: 
this wasn’t going to be just another interview. It was going to be 
an important lesson in life, so I needed to pay extra attention. 

I suggest that you do the same.

Lesson 1: Work ethic 

When speaking to someone who has worked 
his way to the top and now stands at the helm 
of a premium international brand, the obvious 
question is: what is your leadership style like? 

"Strict. Very strict,” he said. 

I saw myself sitting up straighter, along with 
everybody else— CATS’ Assistant Manager for 
Advertising and PR Ronald Cruz and Speed's 
Editorial Associate Antonio Jose Galauran— 
in the room. 

“I have a very low tolerance for mediocrity 
because I would like people to excel. But beyond 
that, I share what I know, and I want people to 
learn from their mistakes. But I always tell them, 
‘You’re good up to three mistakes only. 

The first mistake, you’re good. The second 
mistake, you’ll hear a bit from me. The third 
mistake, I need something on my table written 
in black and white oryou might be leaving the 
company already.’” 

To him, that’s part of cleaning up the company 
and what he needs to do to get to the legacy that 
he wants to build as president of CATS: to see 
brands such as Mercedes-Benz, Chrysler, 
and Jeep on the road, service them, and make 
sure they are road-worthy. 

Despite his reverence for the brand, he said 
that he loves Mercedes-Benz cars "more for 
practicality reasons,” arguing that, yes, it is 
expensive to fix and buy parts for, but after that, 
they don’t break down and will serve you longer 
because they are well-engineered. 

Lesson 2: Humility 

He, however, confessed that before all the 
interviews came about, he never considered 
himself a car collector. He just loves cars. In fact, 
one of the reasons he retired from the gaming 
industry (pointing out that you retire from an 
industry but have to always do something) was 
not being able to enjoy his cars and what he has 
saved up. Now that he’s less tired and stressed, 
he gets to tinkerwith his cars again. On Sunday 
mornings, he drives with his son to Nuvali 
or Tagaytay, or to the north if he needs to stretch 
the cars. 

"All the cars that my family had since the 70s 
are all there. When you hear the number, it’s 
quite many, but some of them have been with 
us for 40 or 50 years already. It’s not as if I just 
woke up one day and wanted to collect all these 
cars. I never just considered myself a collector. 
[I’m] someone who just loves cars very much,” 
he said. 

This gave us the opening to finally deal with the 
elephant in the room. “So, what’s the number?” 

I asked. 

He said "I forgot eh” and then laughed. But he 
won’t get away that easily. 
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“Only the Mercedes-Benz cars," I prodded. 

"More than 50,” he said, and then admitted that he wasn’t 
comfortabte tatking about it because "peopte have a 
different impression when you say you have 50 Mercedes- 
Benz cars.” 

"Shoutd we not pubtish that?” 

"No naman. Fifty I think is acceptabte.” But after a quick 
pause he added, “You can put ‘more than 50’ so I’m not 
tying,” sending everybody, inctuding himsetf, Laughing 
at his obvious ambiguity. 

Lesson 3: Authenticity 

As for being a car guy, Nunez is the reat deat way before 
it even mattered, and he atready enjoyed access to the 
brand prior to joining CATS. But surety his new post came 
with advantages and disadvantages. 

"Perks? Having att the news first-hand,” he said. 

"Of course, the disadvantage is not being abte to use 
my non-Mercedes, non-Chryster cars.” 

He can stitt drive them. That was the first thing he asked 
his predecessor Fetix Ang, President of Auto Nation 
Group (distributor of Mercedes-Benz in the Phitippines). 
Once he joined CATS, however, he reatized that someone 
coutd take his picture white he drives, say, a BMW and post 
it on Facebook. 

He has devised a ctever answer to that: "You know, 

I have to test the competition. Because if I don’t test the 
competition, how can I make sure that I bring in the right 
products?” 

He stitt drives them— onty his otder BMWs, that is. "I think 
it witt be awkward if I use the newer ones. So, if you want 
a BMW, I’LL sett you my BMW,” he said, Laughing. 

I Laughed with him, despite knowing I coutdn’t afford to 
buy it. But, back to his Benzes. 

“Which of your Mercedes-Benz cars has the most 
interesting back story?” I asked. 

"My second Mercedes, which is a 1980 300 Turbo-Dieset. 
It’s a station wagon that we used to bring on famity trips, 
and it eventuatty got handed down to me. It is the car most 
identified with me. When other peopte woutd see that car, 
they know atready: ‘0, Rene’s here.’ That car woutd be one 
of the Last to go if I need to sett cars,” he said. 

Nunez Loves driving his two-door Benzes the most— 
the coupes— in particutar, the CLK63. As a passenger, 
he Loves riding att his S-Ctass cars, atthough he had 
atways driven himsetf untit three years ago. However, 
he is stitt the onty person attowed to drive his ctassic cars, 
partty because they have "habits.” 

Winding down the interview, I asked for us to ptay a tittte 
game, where I give a scenario and he tetts which of his 
Mercedes-Benz cars he woutd use in it. He confessed 
writing his answers ahead on his print copy of the 
questions I sent. 

Man, he was ready for me.

Having late night chitchat with car friends. I woutd bring a Pagoda 280SL 
or maybe the [1 969 Mercedes-Benz] 600 that my daughter wants to bring 
to the prom. 

Showing off your driving skills. CLK63. Onty because it hetps me be 
a good driver. It’s so good in handting and everything, so even if you’re not 
so good, it makes you appear tike you have good driving skills. 

With these many Mercedes-Benz cars, and such a strong Love for the 
brand, you woutd think that Nunez is his biggest customer, and so I had 
to ask, which brings us to... 

Lesson 4: Customer service 

He answered my question with a story about his son seeing the Mercedes-

showroom: "He said, ‘Pops, are we getting the AMG GT?’ I said, ‘No.’

So, to answer your question, 
no, I am not [my biggest customer]. I have to make sure the customers 
are satisfied before I provide mysetf the satisfaction. 

"I thought you get first dibs,” I said. 

“No, batiktad. Last. Kahit anong pag-aari mo na negosyo, huli ‘yung sa’yo. 
‘Pag may restaurant ka, huli kang kakain. ‘Pag may talyer ka, huling 
gagawin ‘yung kotse mo.

The communications, management, and 
display systems of all modern aircraft simply 
cannot function without aviation electronics 
or avionics. The Aircraft Electronics 
Association reports that the avionics market 
registered $1,774 billion sales in 1Q-3Q 
of 2015 alone. 

Part of the reason in the boost in sales could 
be the U.S. Federal Aviation Administration’s 
(FAA) mandate that by January 1 , 2020, 
every aircraft flying through U.S. airspace 
must be equipped with Automatic Dependent 
Surveillance-Broadcast (ADS-B) avionics, 
or be denied entry. Canada, Australia, 

Hong Kong, Singapore, Vietnam, 

Indonesia, and Taiwan have already 
made it mandatory. 

What is ADS-B? 

ADS-B is a green technology that makes 
flying safer than ever. It directly benefits 
pilots, air traffic controllers, airport 
managers, airport technicians, you, 
and me. It could replace the conventional 
radar as a source of information in the 
efficient management of air traffic. 

When air traffic management reaches 
that level of efficiency, it could collectively 
minimize airport congestion, reduce noise 
pollution in nearby areas, and cut fuel 
emissions and costs. Hence, the green 
tag is being marketed. 

Like your home routers, ADS-B has two 
services: ADS-B (IN) downlink, and the 


ADS-B (OUT) uplink. It means that you 
can use the system to both upload and 
download data. 

As of the moment, airplanes are not yet 
required to install ADS-B (IN) devices. 
However, if a plane is equipped with ADS-B 
(IN) receivers, the pilot can enjoy the 
following feeds from ground stations: 

• The Weather Channel. Maps of rainfall 
and thunderstorms within 250 nautical 
miles are available for the pilots. 

Wind speed, wind direction, and present 
temperature are also broadcast on the 
same channel. The feeds are updated 
every five minutes. 

• The Traffic Channel. Information about 
the whereabouts of other planes in 

the area makes flying safer. Added 
visibility and situational awareness 
mean that pilots can see and plan better 
maneuvers in cases when the traffic 
controller is unreachable. 

While the device costs a few thousand 
dollars, the feeds are made freely available 
by the FAA while in U.S. airspace. 

On the other hand, ADS-B (OUT) is 
mandatory. The ADS-B (OUT) transceivers 
are mounted on the aircraft and integrated 
with the internal circuitry. It broadcasts vital 
information that air traffic controllers need 
to manage the airspace. 

Every second, the transceiver calculates 
its position based on GPS satellites, and 
computes ground speed and altitude. The 
information is then broadcast on a 1090MHz 
open channel (yes, unencrypted), along with 
the unique identification of each aircraft: 
make/model, route, ETA/ETD, registration, 
and radar ID. 

Any ground station equipped with ADS-B 
receivers can understand, interpret, and 
relay the information to other stations. 

The range that information can reach is 


tremendously increased based on the 
network of ground stations. Include the 
internet into the discussion and imagine 
the results. 

Build your own ADS-B ground station 

Yes, you can build your own ground station 
if receiving a stream of never-ending 
characters through radio is your idea of fun. 

Materials: 

• Raspberry Pi (all models) 

• 4GB SD card 

• ADS-B USB stick (a DVB-T terrestrial 
receiver capable of handling 
1090MHz signal) 

• a good 1090MHz antenna 

• software to receive and process 
ADS-B information 

• internet connection 

• an online flight tracking server 

Steps: 

01 Make sure your RPi has a good, working 
operating system. I recommend a Debian- 
based distro. 

02 Configure the RPi to connect to the 
internet. You can do this via an Ethernet 
cable or a wireless USB dongle. 

03 Plug in your ADS-B stick to the RPi. 

I like it cheap so I got my stick from 
shop.jetvision.de. Better sticks are out there. 

04 Connect your antenna to the ADS-B stick. 
The indoor antenna that comes with the stick 
I bought is weak, so you might want to get 

a more expensive and powerful one. 

05 Choose your own online plane tracker. 
Google them. So far, we’ve got FlightRadar, 
PlaneFinder, PlanePlotter, etc. Each has its 
own app and pricing models. Some even 
provide free access if you upload your data 
to their servers. 

06 Download the script provided by the 
plane tracker and install it. 

07 Position your antenna as close to the sky. 
Don’t overdo it. 

08 Run the script and imagine yourself a 
hero for your great contribution to humanity. 

Now you see why they need to replace large 
radar stations with ADS-B ground networks. 
It’s plain to see that building the latter is easy 
to maintain, portable, and not expensive.

CLEAN YOUR CAR AT HOME

There's an old saying about cars and 
their owners: the trick to knowing 
your car best is by washing it from 
top to bottom. 

For car owners Living in cities that never sleep, a few 
buckets of water and the trusty chamois may be enough 
to get them through the weekly drive-grind, but doing so 
could mean unwanted damage in the future. Gear up for 
some good man-and-machine therapy and clean your car 
like a pro with these golden tips of the trade for that longer- 
lasting luster and head-turning shine. 

Materials 

• car shampoo 

• chamois or microfiber cloth 

• foam brush 

• toothbrush 

• vacuum 

• car polish 

• car wax 

• sponge 

• glass/window cleaner 

Body 

Give the car a nice good soak with water, and have the 
shampoo-water mix ready in a bucket. Start on the roof and 
work evenly downward until you reach the tires. Use a sponge 
to clean the whole body with soapy water. Rinse and wipe with 
a microfiber cloth. 

Once dry, apply the wax— whether cream or liquid— and start 
wiping by hand. Wipe with a good amount of force so that it 
dries evenly and spreads out more. To preserve the paint and 
shine, apply the wax and polish generously over the car. 



Dos 

• Invest in good 
materials. 

• Wash the car 
yourself and know 
it by heart. 

• Take your time so 
that you can do 

it right. 

Don'ts 

• Clean your car 
under direct 
sunlight. Unless 
you want your soap 
to dry fast and have 
all those marks all 
over your car. 

• Use acid-based 
cleaners for your 
rims. Stick to the 
friendlier products. 
Having your wheels 
oxidize or rust is 
not a pretty sight 
indeed. 

• Make an 
inexperienced 
person wash your 
car.

Windows 

Raise your wipers when you start wiping 
the windshield. On all glass surfaces 
(e.g., windshield, windows), use the glass 
cleaner and microfiber cloth.

Use a sponge that’s a bit more abrasive and 
scrub away at the mags. Get in those tighter 
corners to get rid of the dirt and grime that 
can get stuck in between, and don’t forget 
about the housing!

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KNOW WHEN 
TO USE PREMIUM 
GASOLINE

Before you start jumping 
on the bandwagon of using 
only premium-grade fuel 
on your everyday car, find 
out the truths behind it and 
rethink your strategy on fuel 
consumption and efficiency. 


Sure, it sounds 
fancy to say that 
your machine is 
pampered with 
top-tier petrol, but 
does your car really 
need it? What does 
premium gasoline 
do anyway? 


What is premium-grade fuel? 

Premium gasoline is defined by the Research Octane Rating (RON), 
a number that’s shown beside the type of gasoline. This is a 
measure of the fuel’s performance on the engine, so the higher 
the RON, the better the performance. Premium gasoline comes in 
handy when you need that extra kick all the way. It gives your engine 
extra power when going off-road, and makes driving smoother. 

Does that mean getting the highest RON is what my car needs? 

Not really. High RON numbers are for vehicles that require high 
compression ratios. If your car engine isn’t like a sports car’s, 
which ignites air and fuel on a higher level, then a suitable amount 
of RON is fine. 


What is considered “suitable" for my regular car? 

Usually, the fuel recommendations are found on your car owner’s 
manual. It’s very important to note that if it recommends a RON 
number, do not pump gas lower than that. Otherwise, your engine 
can start knocking and pinging, and that can really damage your 
engine in the long run. 


Knocking and pinging? Please expound. 

These are the sounds that your car engine makes when 
the spark plugs don’t ignite properly and the pistons move 
unevenly. This is because the car’s cylinders aren’t igniting 
and burning at the normal rate. Always make sure that 
your petrol’s RON is within the recommended amount. 

It is then better to use gasoline with higher octane 
ratings, right? 

Generally, it is considerably better since higher-octane 
fuel prevents pinging and knocking. Think of it as protection 
for your engine against these kinds of problems. This doesn’t 
mean that you’ll have to stay at the premiums all the time. 
Regular gas can still do the trick for you. 

So, regular gasoline is fine? 

It depends on how you use your car. If you race (legally, 
of course!), or like going off-road, then premium gasoline 
definitely helps. Otherwise, regular gas is perfectly fine for 
city driving— and yes, even driving to Batangas, Bataan, 
Baguio, and the like. 

How would I know if I want premium gasoline in my life 
even if I don't need it? 

It will be your own preference. Start by doing trial runs 
with your car. See how city and long-distance driving with 
both types of gas fit to your liking. After all, it depends on 
whether or not you can afford premium gas all the time. 

You can just stick to regular gasoline while the situation 
doesn’t call for the premium variant.

Tires carry a wealth of information on their sidewalls, 
and as a responsible car owner, it’s imperative that 
you know how to read those letters and numbers. 
Understanding the tire code will make it easier for you 
to install the right tires on your vehicle, which is important 
to the overall performance and safety of your vehicle. 


Where to find manufacturer-recommended tire size 

• owner’s manual 

• inside your glove box door 

• driver’s side door jamb 

• within your gas tank hatch 


Type of vehicle it is designed for. 

'P' means passenger vehicle, including 
sedans, minivans, and SUVs. 

(Others: T - temporary spare; 

LT - Light Trucks; ST - Special Trailer) 


This is the aspect ratio or the 
height of the sidewall from rim 
to tread, expressed as a percentage 
of the tread width. Tire makers 
calculate the aspect ratio by 
dividing a tire's height off the rim 
by its width. A lower aspect ratio 
indicates a shorter sidewall, 
and a higher aspect ratio indicates 
a taller sidewall. 


This number is the rim/tire 
diameter in inches. The tire in 
our example would fit a rim with 
a 15-inch diameter.

This is the load index, which indicates how 
much weight (in pounds) the tire can support 
when fully inflated. This number doesn't 
mean the tire can carry 82 pounds, however; 
the number corresponds to a specific load 
capacity listed in an index.

You know what I’m talking 
about— that scary moment when you switch from brake to gas in 
an automatic transmission or clutch/brake-to-gas/handbrake in 
a manual, and you say a prayer that you don’t roll backward and 
end up in a fender-bender with the car behind you. 

That’s where Hill Start Assist helps. Also called hill start control 
and hill hold, this feature helps prevent roll-back when starting up 
again from a stopped position on an incline. The system consists of 
a number of different sensors, an electronic control unit, and a brake 
actuator, which all work together to sense when the car is on an 
incline. It holds the brake for the driver while they make the switch 
to the gas pedal. 

While not a necessity, this is a convenient feature that promotes 
safety and makes driving less stressful.

ten minutes into the

populated Instagram, 
and more. And it didn't 
require reading through 
pages and pages of 
broadsheets and 
magazines. All it took was 
a little blue bird, and I was 
all set for the day. 

Twitter, for me, is one of 
the many great things to 
come out of technology. It 
had become such a reliable 
source of information that 
it has taken some time 
away from my routine of 
reading broadsheets and 
magazines every morning. 
And while it doesn't 
take away the ritual of 
folding each page of the 
newspaper in between 


sips of brewed coffee, technology offers 
one thing that the printed medium cannot: 
immediacy. With just my thumb, I easily 
access my Twitter account and immediately 
read hundreds of tweets from around the 
world— tweets so fresh, concise, and brief, 
yet so purposeful and direct. No amount of 
reading in two hours can give me that. 

But what fascinates me even more with 
Twitter, Facebook, and other social media 
platforms is how people have become so 
open to the idea of publicly sharing their 
sentiments online. I find it very interesting 
to read the opinions, reactions, and 
commentaries that people post. These 
reactions sometimes offer much more than 
the story, and give me valued insight and 
a pulse on what people are thinking, what 
ticks them off, and what beguiles them.

And so this topic begs the question: do you 
agree that using social media is causing 
us to socialize less with others? Soon 
enough I find myself reaching for my phone 
to post that question and crowdsource 
on Facebook. 

I guess that answers it then.
